An IwportrANT CIRCULAR FROM THE 
TREASURY DEPARTMENT.—The follow- 


ing circular was issued by State Treas- 
urer Jenkins yesterday, and for the 
information of all concerned we pub- 
lish: 
STaTE OF NORTH 
‘TREASURY DEPARTMENT, 
Raleigh, July 2d, 1873. 


To the County Commissioners : 


In view of the important character of 
the decision hereto appended, (Judge 
Reade’s decision published yesterday) I 
transmit the same to you. 

It is seen that the Supreme Court 
recognizes the power of the State to tax 
United States Treasury notes and Na- 
tional Bank bills as money; also, solvent 
credits. 

It is apprehended that many tax- 
payers, taking advantuge of the recent 
decision of Judge Toturgee, in the case 
of Ruftin vs. Commissioners of Orange, 
have failed to list the amount of their 
money on hand or on depusit the 1st of 
April, also their solvent credits. That 
decision having been reversed by the 
Supreme Court, as announced in the de- 
cision of Justice Reade, the law taxing 
these subjects remains in force, and I 
suggest to the Commissioners that It 1s 
their duty to see that it is executed by 
requiring tax-payers to list their money 
and solvent credits, observing sub- 
divisions 4th and Sth of sec. 9, of the 
“Machinery Act.”

A SINGULAR AND PROBABLY FATAL 
ACCIDENT TO A CoLoRED Man.—On 
Tuesday evening about dusk a gentle- 
man passing the bridge over the 
Quankece, near the town of Halifax, 
in Halifax county, heard a voice of deep 
distress proceeding from a deep gorge 
in the stream just above the bridge, 
and upon examination found that some 
one had fallen over the precipice and 
was unable to get out. The alarm 
being given, a crowd repaired to the 
scene, and the gorge being examined, a 
negro man named Louis Cook was found 
at the bottom badly injured from a fall 
he had sustained from the top of the 
bluff, a distance of some forty feet. The 
gorge was not more than two feet broad 
at the bottem. The unfortunate negro 
aad been crazed by the injuries re- 
ceived and could give no account of the 
cvuse of his fall. The point from which 
he fell was some distance from any path 
orwood, was in a thicket, and no con- 
clusion could be reached as to the 
catse of his fall. There was no evi- 
derice of any violence upon his person 
otler than the injuries doubtless re- 
ceit¢d in falling. His condition Wednes- 
dayQvening was not considered posi 
tive’ serious, but he was still out of 
his nd. ,The unfortunate man is some 
thirt“years of age, does not drink, and 
is thci.ght well of in Halifax.

MIDNIGHT DISPATCHES. 


The German Estimation of Amerie« 
can Credit. 
New York, July 2.—A Post financial 
article says: The associated Press dis- 
patches from London that the Berlin 
Government has bought from the Syndi- 
cate having in charge the negotation 
of new U.S. fives $10,000,000 worth of 
United States bonds, is confirmed by 
members of the Syndicate here. This 
operation is likely to have an impetus 
io bearing not only on the future price of 
American securities in London, but on 
the course of that money market, as the 
transfer of the money pecessary to pay 
for these bonds from the account of 
the Berlin government at London, in 
in the Joint Stock Bank to the syndi- 
cate bankers, in London, will, it is 
thought, prevent for the present at least 
any further shipments of gold from 
London to Germany. The Berlio gov- 
ernment was probubly better enabled to 
make this purchase from the fact that 
the bullion necessary to cary on 
its coinage operations, during the 
next few months will be supplied 
by the Bank of France in the 
three indemnity payments falling due 
on the 5th of July, August and Septem- 
ber. We do not recall an event in the 
financial worki which should be more 
satisfaetory to those interested in the 
advance ot American credit than is this, 
for it shows that the German govern- 
ment considers that our promises to pay 
are equivalent in its estimation to cash 
in the bank of Lendon, ao acknowledge- 
ment which we do not remember to 
have been made by one government to 
another where no political cousidera- 
tions were involved, and where govern- 
ments were not bound by a common 
interest, such as being allies iu the time 
of war.”

THE LEGISLATURE AND THE 
COMING ELECTION. 

Our State exchanges of both parties 
have very properly refrained from dis- 
cussing the Constitutional amendments 
to be submitted to the people for ratifi- 
cation or rejection, on the first Thursday 
in August next. 

The necessity for the adoption of the | 
proposed alterations is so apparent that 
both parties: in the Legislature united 
in voting for their passage, and the sub- 
ject was taken out of the pale of mere 
party discussion. 

The moderation, the temper, the prac- 
tical judgment and the ardent patri- 
otism of the leading Conservatives in 
the Legislature were not without their 
effect upon the Radical members. The 
prudence and good management of the 
former, if they did not control their 
opponents, unquestionably had a ten- 
dency to restrain party bitterness and 
to repress exhibitions of party malevo- 


» 


It is trae that in the debate on the 
Amnesty bill, the cloven foot ot Radi- 
calism would now and then be protru- 
ded, and a little demagogism and con- 
siderable party spleen were brought to 
the surface; but with the exception of 
the discussion on that question, the pro- 
ceedings of the Legislature, in the 
measures pertaining to public affaim, 
were generally characterized by an ab- 
sence of political rancor; and the feel- 
ing between the two parties was less 
bitter, decidedly, than at any time since 
the reign of carpet-bagism was inaugu- 
ted in the State. 

The Conservatives were anxious that 
all the amendments first proposed in the 
bill to alter the Constitution be adopt- 
These amendments could not be 
passed without securing the votes of a 
large number of the Republican mem- 
bers of the Legislature. 
tives did not have a sufficient majority 
ii both Houses to pass them in the 
manner the organic law rejuired. Alone, 
the party was powerless to effect any 
constitutional reform. 
from the Radical ranks, all the amend- 
ments would necessarily fall through. 
The Conservatives managed to secure 
that aid to a great extent, and thus sev- 
eral of the most important amendments 
were passed. 

True, we wanted them all, but on the 
principle that a half loaf is better than 
no loaf, we ought to be thankful for the 
sake of the people, for what we did get. 

But we must not give all the credit 
to our own friends for all that was done. 
We have said that, without the assis- 
tance of the Radicals all the

looking at the matter in a strictly party 
view, it would in all probabidity have 
beuctitod the Conservatives if they had 
arrayed their «pponcnts, in a body, 
against all the amendments. But if 
this policy bad been pursued,the amend- 
ments would have been defeated—the 
State of North Carolina would have 
suffered —the burden imposed by certain 
Clauses of the Constitution, which we 
propose to lift away, would have con- 
tinued to oppress our people indefinite- 
ly—without any earthly prospect of 
removal. But our opponents came to 
the rescue of the State, and joined 
hands with us in an effort to give some 
relief from the hardships of the carpet- 
bag instrument which is a disgrace and 
® blot upon North Carolina. The Rad- 
icals in the Legislature who voted 
against the amend ments were influenced 
by the spirit which actuated Hyman, 
the colored Senator from Warren. Har- 
ris, the colored Senator from Wake, 
asked the Speaker of the Senate to per- 
‘mit Hyman to change his vote, which 
had been cast against one of the amend- 
ments. Hyman replied that he knew 
his own business better than Harris— 
that he did not desire to change his 
vote—that he intended to oppose all 
the amendments, and would not vote 
for the alteration of the Constitution in 
any particular. Harris twitted him by 
retortirg that Hyman opposed the 
«smendments from party spite, because 
_ they were introduced by Democrats and 
that if the Ten Commandments were 
offered by a Democrat he believed that 
Hyman would vote against them. Hy- 
man rejoined that be would—because 
he would believe there was some trick 
at the bottom of it. 
influential Radicals in both branches of 
the Legislature voted for the amend- 
meats which received the constitutional 
majority. Their most active supporters 
on the Radical side in their respective 
Houses were Badger and Harris of Wake, 
and it is doubtful whether without their 
efforts the amendments would have re- 
‘ceived the necessary Republican aid.
